WHEREAS,  Summer  school  provides  meaningful  academic  support  and  enhancement 
to  many  San  Francisco  children  for  four  hours  a  day  for  five  weeks  of  the  summer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  was  required  to  cut  summer 
school  for  elementary  students  and  close  buildings  not  used  by  San  Fr^cisco  Unified 
School  District  due  to  budget  cuts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  cutting  of  summer  school  impacts  up  to  5,000  six  to  thirteen  year  olds 
based  on  summer  school  participation  during  the  academic  year  of  2001  -  2O02;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Services  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a  hearing 
regarding  the  cutting  of  elementary  summer  school  and  closure  of  school  buildings  not  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Services  Committee  hearing  uncovered  that  the  closure  of  school 
buildings  would  significantly  impact  summer  programming  provided  by  community-based 
organizations  housed  in  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  buildings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families,  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District,  and  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  have  been  meeting  to

WHEREAS,  Once  the  closure  of  summer  schools  was  announced,  the  City  Services

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organizations  began  working  on  ways  to  alleviate  ttie  impact  tliat  summer  school  closures

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  released  an  online 
survey  to  over  200  community-based  organizations  on  April  3^*^  requesting  information  from 
organizations  on  their  capacity  to  serve  additional  six  to  thirteen  year  olds,  obstacles  to 
increasing  capacity  given  space  limitations  and  staffing  constraints,  and  reliance  on  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  held  two  public 
meetings  with  community-based  organizations  on  April  17  and  April  21  in  order  to  understand 
the  number  and  location  of  public  school  buildings  used  for  summer  school  programming, 
ability  to  expand  summer  programming  if  public  school  building  space  existed,  alternatives  to 
public  school  building  space  and  possible  neighborhood  collaborations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  estimates  that 
without  school  building  access  20  non-profit  organizations  will  lose  their  programming, 
correlating  to  a  loss  of  over  3,119  full  day  summer  programming  slots;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  building  space  was  provided,  the  programs  could  increase  their  capacity 
without  additional  funds  by  650  slots;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Services  Committee  held  a  heanng  on  April  24  to  share  the 
findings  of  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  Department  of  Recreation 
and  Park  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  efforts  and  to  coordinate  additional 
strategies  necessary  to  provide  sufficient  summer  programming  for  San  Francisco  families;

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  the  importance  of 
pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  programs  to  raise  greater  awareness  of  these  issues  and 
protect  the  safety  of  our  city's  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  currently  provides  for  increased  fines  for  designated  violations 
in  certain  zones  for  localities  that  adopt  the  program  and  requires  said  localities  to  notify  law 
enforcement  agencies  within  a  specified  time  frame  of  adoption  of  this  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  848  would  further  remove  the  repeal  provision  for  this  program  and

WHEREAS,  The  commercial  fishing  industry  has  been  a  vital  force  along  San 
Francisco's  waterfront  since  the  1860's,  commencing  with  the  Filbert  Street,  Green  Street, 
Union  Street  and  Vallejo  Street  piers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  waterfront  fishing  industry  is  the  location  of  the  largest 
wholesale  fish  operation  on  the  West  Coast;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1986,  the  Protective  Brealwvaters  Project  for  the  Hyde  Street  Pier,  a  30- 
year  project,  was  completed  as  a  result  of  the  partnership  between  the  federal  government 
and  the  City  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  Breakwaters  Project  includes  the  protection  of  the 
historic  ships  located  at  Hyde  Street  Pier,  the  protection  of  a  recreational  area  at  Aquatic  Park 
and  the  protection  of  the  fishing  boats  located  at  the  inner  harbor  lagoon  located  at 
Fisherman's  Wharf;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  1989  Loma  Preita  earthquake,  the  fish  processing  industry

WHEREAS,  Proposition  A  was  approved  by  San  Francisco  voters  in  November  2002;  and 
WHEREAS,  Approval  of  Proposition  A  authorizes  not  only  San  Francisco  to  spend  $1 .6  billion 
in  revenue  bonds,  but  also  means  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system's  regional  water  users  will 
authorize  the  spending  of  an  additional  $2  billion  for  their  share  of  the  system  repairs;  and, 
WHEREAS,  A  public  works  project  of  the  magnitude  of  the  repair  and  upgrading  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  System  will  serve  as  a  much  needed  economic  stimulus  to  the  local  and

Resolution  to  support  an  Initiative  for  Asthma  Training  and  Posting  of  Asthma 
Emergency  Protocols  at  City-Funded  Childcare  Facilities. 

WHEREAS,  Asthma  Relief  for  Kids  (project  of  Parent  Voices)  and  the  American  Lung 
Association  of  San  Francisco  &  San  Mateo  Counties  have  come  together  to  respond  to  the 
growing  epidemic  of  asthma;  and 

WHEREAS,  asthma  is  the  most  common  chronic  illness  among  children  today, 
impacting  an  estimated  1  in  10  children  in  San  Francisco  and,  according  to  a  community 
health  survey,  1  in  6  children  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  three  children  died  of  asthma  within  a  six-month  period  last  year  in  our 
city,  which  is  an  alarming  tragedy  since  the  last  time  a  child  had  died  from  asthma  was  more 
than  13  years  ago;  and, 

WHEREAS,  our  city  has  the  fourth  highest  asthma  hospitalization  rate  for  children  in 
the  state,  which  is  needlessly  high  given  that  hospitalizations  are  largely  preventable  and 
represent  the  most  severe  manifestations  of  asthma;  and, 

WHEREAS,  uncontrolled  asthma  hinders  children's  attendance,  participation  and 
progress  in  school  and  pre-school;  impacts  quality  of  life  for  children  and  their  families;  strains 
family  financial  resources;  and  causes  other  undue  burdens;  and, 

WHEREAS,  asthma  is  a  leading  cause  of  school  absenteeism  due  to  chronic 
conditions  accounting  for  more  than  ten  million  lost  school  days  every  year  nationally,  which 
reduces  funding  for  schools  through  average  daily  attendance;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  the  death  of  a  child  from  asthma  at  a  child  care  center  last  year  is  tragic 
event  that  illustrates  the  seriousness  of  asthma  episodes  and  the  importance  of  proper 
asthma  management  and  emergency  response  in  the  child  care  setting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  since  many  children  with  asthma  spend  a  substantial  portion  of  their  day 
in  child  care,  child  care  facilities  should  be  trained  annually  on  asthma  warning  signs, 
medications,  environmental  control  and  emergency  protocols;  and 

WHEREAS,  while  the  pediatric  first  aid  and  CPR  training  required  for  licensed 
childcare  providers  every  two  years  includes  training  on  how  to  administer  asthma 
medications,  this  training  is  insufficient  and  in  usually  amounts  to  15  minutes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  posting  of  a  good  standardized  Asthma  Emergency  Plan  in  each  child 
care  room  of  a  child  care  facility  provide  quick  access  to  critical  information  in  the  event  of  an 
asthma  emergency  and  potentially  save  a  child's  life;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Asthma  Task  Force,  under  the  auspices  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  has  proposed  recommendations  in  its  city-wide  strategic  plan 
that  are  consistent  with  this  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  and  Title  III  of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  requires  that  child  care  centers  make  reasonable  accommodations/ 
modifications  for  children  with  disabilities,  including  breathing  problems;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urge  the  directors  and/or 
proprietors  of  all,  or  an  agreed-upon  subset  of,  city-funded  licensed  child  care  facilities  to 
ensure  that  at  least  one  staff  member  who  has  received  two  hours  of  asthma  training  be 
available  at  all  times  when  children  are  present  at  the  facility  or  when  children  are  offsite  for 
facility  activities,  and  that  the  two  hours  of  asthma  training  received  by  the  aforementioned 
staff  members  occurred  within  the  past  two  years  and  meets  the  minimum  standards  as 
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determined  by  a  designated  agency,  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health, 
in  collaboration  with  other  agencies;  and, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urge  the 
directors  and/or  proprietors  of  all,  or  an  agreed-upon  subset  of,  city-funded  licensed  child  care 
facilities  to  post  an  Asthma  Emergency  Plan  in  all  child  care  rooms  of  the  aforementioned 
child  care  facilities  and  that  the  posted  plan  is  a  standardized  plan  developed  by  a  designated 
agency,  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health,  in  collaboration  with  other 
agencies,  and  contains  information  about  the  warning  signs  of  asthma  and  steps  to  take  in 
the  event  of  an  asthma  episode  and  asthma  emergency.

[Resolution  in  support  of  Senate  Bill  60.] 

Resolution  in  support  of  SB  60  regarding  the  use  of  federal  tax  ID  numbers  instead  of 
social  security  numbers  when  applying  for  driver's  licenses. 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  requires  the  State  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV)  to 
require  every  applicant  for  a  driver's  license  in  California  to  submit  satisfactory  proof  that  their 
presence  in  the  country  is  authorized  under  federal  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  also  requires  that  the  DMV  verify  the  applicant's  legal  status 
in  order  to  obtain  a  driver's  license;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Gilbert  Cedillo  has  introduced  SB  60,  similar  to  his  AB  60  of 
2001-2002  (which  the  City  supported),  to  remove  impediments  to  obtaining  a  driver's  license 
by  repealing  current  law  requiring  the  DMV  to  see  proof  of  lawful  residence  in  the  country, 
and; 

WHEREAS,  SB  60  would  allow  an  applicant  to  use  a  federal  taxpayer  identification 
number  instead  of  a  social  security  number  when  applying  for  a  driver's  license;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  law  prevents  many  motorists  from  being  properly  trained,  tested 
and  insured  because  they  are  unable  to  obtain  a  legal  driver's  license;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  general,  a  high  percentage  of  drivers  of  the  road  are  unlicensed,  and 
thus  unlikely  to  have  auto  insurance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  of  law  enforcement  is  served  by  licensing  all  drivers  in  the 
State  of  California,  which  SB  60  would  make  possible,  especially  among  the  immigrant 
population  of  our  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Support  of  SB  60  is  necessary  to  maintain  a  safe  environment  for  all  who 
reside  in  and  visit  our  City  regardless  of  immigration  status;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Insurance  Agents  &  Brokers  Legislative  Council,  the  California 
Democratic  Party,  The  California  Labor  Federation,  AFL-CIO,  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  and  the  Congress  of  California  Seniors,  among  others,  support  the  measure, 
recognizing  that  its  passage  helps  ensure  public  safety  as  it  creates  a  new  group  of  qualified 
licensed  and  insured  drivers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Governor  Gray  Davis  vetoed  last  year's  AB  60,  and  this  year's  SB  60 
addresses  Governor  Davis'  concerns  about  national  security  safeguards  to  protect  against 
terrorism,  nov^/,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  support  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  60;  and,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
asks  Governor  Gray  Davis  to  support  the  passage  of  SB  60,  to  protect  the  safety  of  all 
Californians;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  ask  that  copies  of 
this  legislation  be  sent  to  our  State  representatives  and  the  Mayor,  with  instructions  that  all 
actions  be  taken  to  ensure  its  successful  passage.

Resolution  supporting  Senate  Bill  304  and  efforts  in  the  California  State  Senate  to 
foster  greater  competition  in  the  retail  gasoline  market 

WHEREAS,  gasoline  is  currently  necessary  for  the  movement  of  people,  goods,  and 
services  in  California,  and  the  price  of  such  fuels  have  direct  impact  on  the  health  of 
California's  economy  and  the  welfare  of  its  citizens,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  retail  price  of  gasoline  in  California  has  been  particularly  expensive 
over  the  last  several  years,  consistently  30  and  50  cents  higher  per  gallon  than  the  national 
average  since  1995,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  high  price  of  gasoline  in  San  Francisco  is  particularly  acute,  and  has 
reached  unprecedented  price  levels  over  the  last  several  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  according  to  the  "Report  on  Gasoline  Pricing  in  California"  issued  by  the 
California  Attorney  General  in  May  of  2000,  a  lack  of  competition  exists  in  the  gasoline 
marketplace  in  California,  which  is  dominated  by  a  handful  of  refiners,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Attorney  General's  report  details  that  just  six  refiners  control  92 
percent  of  California's  gasoline  refining  capacity,  supply  more  than  90  percent  of  gasoline 
consumed  in  the  state,  and  control  approximately  85  percent  of  California  retail  stations  either 
through  ownership  or  lease  agreement, 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Legislature  has  found  that  this  concentration  of  market  control 
among  a  limited  number  of  refiners,  and  the  use  of  certain  marketing  practices  by  these 
refiners,  have  resulted  in  artificially  high  wholesale  and  retail  gasoline  prices,  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  State  Legislature  has  also  found  that  refiners  have  utilized  practices 
that  encourage  reduced  gasoline  production,  low  fuel  inventohes,  and  the  fonmatlon  of  import 
barriers  that  result  in  higher  consumer  prices  and  inflated  refiner  profits,  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  146  {Kehoe,  D-San  Diego),  prohibiting  a  range  of  anti- 
competitive practices  in  the  gasoline  market,  was  recently  killed  by  legislators  who  failed  to 
take  a  position  on  the  bill  in  committee  under  intense  industry  lobbying,  and 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  304  (Morrow,  R-Oceanside),  a  similar  bill  to  AB  146  prohibiting 
anti-competitive  behavior  in  the  gasoline  market  that  is  currently  in  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee,  promises  to  lower  gas  prices  by  increasing  competition  among  retail  service 
stations  and  prohibiting  price  influencing  by  major  oil  companies,  and 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  304  specifically  disallows  refiners  from  converting  a  service 
station  operated  by  an  independent  service  station  dealer  to  a  company  operated  station, 
prohibits  the  influencing  of  gasoline  prices  by  companies  at  service  stations  not  owned  by 
these  companies,  and  institutes  a  floating  cap  on  the  wholesale  phce  of  gasoline  in  order  to 
prevent  refiners  from  using  price  dischmination  schemes  to  influence  retail  prices,  so 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  the  principles 
contained  in  Senate  Bill  304,  which  prohibits  refiners  from  engaging  in  pricing  and  delivery

Resolution  supporting  the  National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless'  recommendations  to 
combat  hate  crimes  and/or  acts  of  violence  against  people  experiencing 
homelessness. 

WHEREAS,  From  1999  to  2002,  the  National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless  (NCH)  has 
documented  212  separate  instances  of  hate  crimes  and/or  violent  acts  committed  against  by 
non-homeless  individuals  nationally;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hate,  Violence,  and  Death  on  Main  Street  USA:  A  Report  on  Hate  Crimes 
and  Violence  Against  People  Experiencing  Homelessness  from  1999-2002  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  Ho^^^^^^,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 
this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hate  crimes  and/or  violent  acts  have  occurred  in  98  cities  of  34  states 
complied  by  NCH,  89  of  the  reported  assaults  were  non-lethal,  while  123  resulted  in  the 
deaths  of  homeless  individuals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Among  the  victims  of  these  crimes,  the  oldest  was  a  74  year-old  man,  the 
youngest  a  four  month-old  infant;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Among  the  perpetrators  of  these  crimes,  the  overwhelnning  majority  were 
teens  and/or  young  adults;  and, 

WHEREAS,  NCH  cites  California  as  the  most  dangerous  state  in  which  to  be 
homeless,  reporting  32  separate  violent  acts  in  18  different  cities  including  San  Francisco; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Poor  and  homeless  individuals  are  not  a  protected  class  under  federal, 
state,  or  local  civil  rights  statutes  and  none  of  the  current  hate  crime  laws  in  the  United  States 
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include  or  acknowledge  hate  crimes  and/or  acts  of  violence  based  on  economic  or  housing 
status.

WHEREAS,  Homeless  individuals  often  do  not  report  crimes  committed  against  them 
for  such  reasons  as  mental  illness,  substance  abuse,  fear  of  retaliation,  past  experiences,  or 
distrust  of  the  police;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless  acts  as  the  nationwide  repository 
of  hate  crimes  and/or  acts  of  violence  against  homeless  people,  but  there  is  no  systematic 
method  of  collecting  and  documenting  such  reports;  and, 

WHEREAS,  NCH's  hate  crimes/violence  report  does  not  take  into  account  the  large 
number  of  sexual  assaults  on  homeless  women;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  NCH's  recommendations  to  combat  this  national 
epidemic,  San  Francisco  already  provides  sensitivity/awareness  training  on  issues  pertaining 
to  homelessness  to  police  officers;  now  therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  joins  National  Coalition  of 
Homelessness  in  calling  for  a  public  statement  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice 
acknowledging  that  hate  chmes  and/or  acts  of  violence  against  homeless  individuals  is  a 
serious  national  trend;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  endorses  the 
National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless'  recommendations  to  combat  hate  crimes  and/or  acts  of 
violence  against  individuals  experiencing  homelessness,  joining  over  400  national  and  local 
organizations,  including  the  National  League  of  Cities,  the  National  Organization  of  Women 
(NOW),  and  Volunteers  of  America;  and,  be  it

Resolution  urging  the  Medical  Examiner  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  in  collaboration  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Homelessness,  to  reactivate  the 
Homeless  Death  Prevention  Community  Advisory  Board  or  some  other  appropriate 
policy-making  group  to  track  and  analyze  the  death  of  homeless  individuals. 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  homeless  individuals  who  tragically  die  on  the  streets  of 
San  Francisco  continues  to  grow  every  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  review  of  the  circumstances  of  each  death  may  show  what  caused  the 
death,  and  whether  if  or  how  it  could  have  been  prevented;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  tracking  of  homeless  deaths  may  provide  valuable  insight  into  the 
ways  to  improve  the  City's  homeless  services  delivery  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  established  a  Homeless  Death 
Prevention  Advisory  Board  to  review  each  homeless  death,  as  well  as  congregate  data,  in
